3. REMAINING DEPLOYMENTS: 

- ZAMBIA: UNHQ REPORTED THAT THE ZAMBIANS AND UN 
COULD NOT AGREE ON A "REASONABLE" AIRLIFT PRICE FOR 
THE ZAMBIANS TO SELF DEPLOY. HOWEVER, THE UN NOTED 
THAT THE ZAMBIANS INDICATED THAT THEY MAY SELF DEPLOY 
AS EARLY AS 30 OCT (SCHEDULED 4 NOV) AND WORRY ABOUT 
THE COSTS LATER. THE ZAMBIA MISSION WAS STILL WAITING 
FOR AN UPDATE FROM THEIR CAPITAL. 
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- INDIA: THE INDIAN DEPLOYMENT OF THE REINFORCED 
COMPANY (ADVANCE TEAM) HAS NOW BEEN MOVED BACK TO 9 
NOV (CARGO) AND 10 NOV (PERSONNEL) . THE DELAY IS DUE 
TO AIRCRAFT AVAILABILITY AND IS NOT/NOT PLAGUE 
RELATED. IN VIEW OF THESE DELAYS, U/SYG ANNAN TODAY 
GAVE HIS APPROVAL TO AIRLIFT THE ENTIRE CONTINGENT -
